ON THE FARM

No cow can do her best or even keep 
up a normal (low of milk when compelled 
to stand out In the hot midday sun of 
.Tilly or August and fight the files. 

Cellars are usually poor places for milk, 
as there Is not sufficient air circulation to 
drive out the stale odors, and milk Is such 
an absorber of ill smelling things. 

Plenty of room should he provided for 
the young pullets to develop and this can 
he accomplished best by getting rid of 
tho old stock which shows stgus of de- 
terioration 

Up-to-date dairymen who make a prac- 
! tlce of currying their cows are usually the 
ones to get the greatest amount of dol- 
, lais and cents per head. The currying 
may not account for all the difference, but 
it Is u factor 

If any poultry is to be confined in yards 
in warm weather, do not forget to furnish 
green feeds in the form of waste garden 
vegetables oj lawn clippings 

Lima beans must be picked regularly 
while green for a long season of hearing. 
If the pods are allowed to ripen aud dry, 
the vines will soon coase to yield aud die. 
The latest crop may he allowed to ripen 
for seed. 

l)o not let weeds form seed in either 
the fruit or vegetable gardens. A single 
well-matured weed may supply seed 
enough to stock a very large area with 
weed plants next season.

The garden should 
I he considered as nnpurtunt as any other

Farm hoys and girls have splendid op- 
portunities for home study during the 
i long vacation.

i In theory summer pruning has a strong

generally more fruitful. When the work 
is done carefully It doubtless has this re- 
sult. It Is quite possible, however, by 
summer pruning to force a weak growth 
! from side buds which might otherwise

Some farmers act as though a harness

No animals will do their best In anm* 
mer pasture without shade of song kind. 
On the hottest days they will suffer from 
the heat of the sun, and hence growth 
and production will not be as good as 
when the animals can seek cool shade for 
rest. It Is cruel as well hs poor manage- 
ment to confine animals in a hot field or 
lot without shelter from the hot sou In 
summer. From the fact that cattle, 
horses, sheep ami hogs seek shade often 
on hot days should he evidence that shade 
Is essential to tlieir well being

That "wizard” among entomologists, 
the venerable Fnbre, has discovered a 
similar yet oven more extraordinary 
fact In tho history of the glowworm 
beetle (la mpyris— namely, that It an- 
aesthetizes the prey upon which It 
Itself feeds, so that tt may consume It 
at and prodigested. This beetle, 

whotjfE brilliant phosphorescence at- 
tracts tho eye In tho dusk of tho sum- 
mer evenings, habitually hunts and 
seizes u[>on a certain small snail In or- 
der to eat it 

The curious thing Is that the beetle 
anaesthetizes tho mollusk at the first 
attack, preventing It from escaping by 
withdrawing to safety deep within Its 
shell. Ci>od finding the snail the 
beetle dashes forward und, thrusting 
out Its sharp, curved mandibles, re- 
peatedly state tho side of the body of 
Its prey. After u few punctures tlw< 
snail becomes insensible and remains 
In that deadened state for three or 
four hours— a time more than sufficient 
for the beetle to oompleto Us meal.—

If Its blood Ik* drawn und filtered to 
free It from rM und white cor( modes 
the scrum that is left Is merely the 
watery purt of the blood heavily 
charged with tin* antitoxins of that 
disease. Tills, Injected into tlie lUuod 
of u person suffering from It re-en- 
forces the antitoxins already thereund 
Bpoodily routs the enemy by neutralis- 
ing the (xrlsons that tho toxic germs 
are liberating. 

Serum is preftarud in two ways— one 
by taking It from the blood of another 
animal, the other by a culture from 
the blood of Hie pullout himself. 

There are only one or two dlsenaea 
that can he cured by medicine In ail 
others the medicine is given merely 
to stimulate the natural production of 
antitoxins. If we knew bow to make 
an antitoxin for every’ disease we 
should have no more use for medicine- 
The number of diseases for which 
antitoxins are being discovered Is mul 
tip lying year by yea a- — Mew York 
World. 


STRENGTH OF HUMAN BONES. 

Mors Powerful In Some Ways Than 

the Stanchest Oak. 

Human bonus are really tremen- 
dously strong and i*oaHcss<M of mar- 
velous resisting power. Indeed, the 
bones of the fairest, most delicate 
looking woman are stronger than tlie 
strongest oak. 

Of course n bone is hollow, and that 
Is one of tlie chief reasons It n*Nlsts 
soeb extreme weights. For Instance, 
a small bone which Is no more than n 
square millimeter in diameter will hold 
In suspension without breaking some 
thirty-five iMHinda while a Btick of best 
oak of similar width will not hold 
more than twenty pounds. Indeed, 
tlie average !>ono of the average man 
Is stronger by one half than thut of 
solid oak. 

Tho principle on which our bonce are 
constructed, Inxlng made hollow and 
consequently stronger than If they 
were solid and henvlor, Is tho same 
mechanics have followed tho world 
over. Constructive engineers employ 
tubes Instead of solid cylinders. 

In tho case of animals thousands of 
years ago one reason of their bulky 
frnmo is attributed by scientists ns 
duo to tho fact their lames wore solid 
and added to tiuJr weight.— Chicago 
Tribune.

Should Fly No More. 

Ho who files constantly must look to 
one personal risk, which muy very 
according to the characteristics of the 
individual.

There Is tho 
possibility, In fuct, that familiarity 
may breed not actual contempt but 
a temporary relaxation of vigilance, 
and piloting on aeroplane needs hucIi 
watchfulness, such minute precision, 
that any "staleness" on tlie part of 
the man ut the wheel or lever re pro 
Bents a peril that Is very’ real. 

The pilot wlio files a great deal 
should remind himself constantly that 
there Is no room for error In tho 
handling of aircraft. 

A loss of confidence not difficult to 
understand Is suffered by on air man 
sometimes after ho has boon the victim 
of a Berlotis fall, and In similar cir- 
cumstances a Jockey, or, say. a racing 
motorist, may be robbed of nerve. 
When a pilot does lose Judgment as 
tho outcome of a bad mishap his 
wisest course Is to ooaso to fly. With j 
a l (Token nerve he Is a menace to 
himself and to others as well.— Claud**

Oiling Japanese Umbrella*. 

The vegetable oil used In making pa- 
per umbrellas In Japan Is pressed out 
of the w*eds of tlio rubber plant. This 
oil Is made In the various Islands fa- 
mous for oil and seeds from these 
plants. Sandy ground Is favored for 
tho cultivation of tho plant. Tho yield 
of seeds Is estimated at twenty bush- 
els per aero. Tlio annual production 
throughout Japan nmounts to 350,000 
bushels, from which over a gallon of 
oil per bushel la extracted. The olL. 
before It la used, la boiled and then 
cooled until It can bo applied by hand 
to umbrellaa with a piece of cloth or 
waste No machinery or tools are 
used iu applying tho oil. When the 
oiling is completed tho umbrellas are 
exposed in tho sun for about live 
hours. Tlds oil la also tim*d in muk- 
lng the Jupaneao lanterns, artificial 
leather, printing ink, lacquer. vumLdi 
cs, oil paper and paints.

At high noon on August 26, 1911, 25,000 I 
people were assembled In the yards of the j 
Fore River Shipbuilding Coporation or 
occupying every available spot on the I 
btnks of Weymouth Fore River and the ' 
bridge which spans It at Quincy Point, to 
witness the greatest event in the history 
of naval construction, viz., the launching 
of the largest battleship in the world. 

On the launching platform at the bow 
of this master ship there were Admiral 
Bowles and other ofiiceis of the contrac- 
ting company ; officers, civil, military and 
naval of the Argentine Republic ; officers, 
civil, naval and military, of the United 
States and many other men and women of 
prominence. 

Slowly to the watchers the revolving 
wheels of time seemed to move, but the 
right moment came and as the ship started 
on her way the then most prominent per- 
son in the party, Senora Isabel H. M. de 
Noan, wife of Dr. Romaln S. de Noan, 
Argentine Minister at Washington, per- 
formed the duty assigned by christening 
the ship, “Rlvadavia,” a name revered in 
the Argentine Republic as that of Wash- 
ington in America, and in another moment

The work of completing the battleship

The normal displacement of the Rivada- 
via is 26500 tons, length 685 feet, breadth 
98 feet, draft 27 feet 6 Inches. 

When the Rlvadavia blew her big whistle 
announcing that she was backing out, 
fully 10,000 people on the river banks 
craned their necks aud strained their eyes 
up the river in order to get a view of the 
big mass of fighting steel as It slowly 
edged Its way out Into Fore River. 

When the big ship was about quarter 
way out from the creek live tugs of the 
Boston Towboat Company began to turn 
her slowly with her stern pointing up- 
stream. 

The feat of taking the Rlvadavia out 
under such conditions fell to the lot of

There is no economy, or even business 
sense in feeding sparingly during the long 
hot and busy summer season. A pair of 
strong, well-fed and well-kept horses or 
mulos will do the work of any four head 
of half-starved ones you can pick up. 

We say a few words about the best 
method of ^growing fodder-coru The 
custom used to be to sow it very thick so 
as to make the stalks grow slender, un 
der the impression that they would be 
better relished by slock than the conrse 
stalks of the full grown corn in this way: 
but tt is a mistake. When so quickly 
grown it is but little else than the crude 
fibre and water, containing a very small 
percentrge of nutriment. For soiling, 
for curing or for ensilage it is better to 
grow fodder corn not more than twice as 
thickly as we grow field corn. 


Horses, cattle, hogs and other animals 
cau not tell us what they want to eat, and 
if we do not give them what they need 
they often become sick or do not thrive 
as they should. All animals like mineral 
matter, especially common salt. Horses, 
cattle and sheep seem to require salt 
more than other animals, but hogs must 
have it. They will remain healthier and 
do better if they have salt to lick almost 
every day. 


Seldom, perhaps not one year in twenty, 
do we have the earth too dry to transplant 
cabbage, and frequently we are troubled 
with the earth being too wet. Setting 
out cabbage with wet earth, the whole is 
apt to be packed about the roots and plants 
and if followed by dry weather, the earth 
will harden around the plant and injure its 
growth." 

With beets, beans, corn and a long list 
of choice vegetables, a succession of 
plantings may be made from early in the 
season till late in the summer. When one 
crop is gone another should take its place 
immediately. The middle of August is 
about the rigqt time in central latitudes 
for tender late radlshesj and turnips. 
Keep the good ground working-up till 
frost 


It is safe to estimate t hat the manure 
from hens is wortli at least oue-half the 
cost of food, If properly kept and judi- 
ciously applied. Wo know a strawberry 
grower who stales that the manure from - 
40 heus doubled ills crop on one acre com- 1 
pared with another acre not so treated. 1 
His method vva- to scatter the manure 
plentifully over the plauts iu January, be- 
fore the spring growth commenced. In 
tills .way tiie rains carried the manure to 
tlie roots 


I There are at least two reasons why a 
cultivated crop may be grow u in the young 
orchard. One reason is that for the Hist 
few years the trees occupy small space : 
and do uot need all of the moisture and 
j plant foods iu the soil between rows 1 
The cultivated crop utilizes this soil fer- 
tility Another reason is that if the young 
orchard is iu a cultivated crop, the 6oil 
1 will be plowed and stirred well during 
the grow lug season 

Grape vines, berry bushes au<l fruit 
trees need cultivating every year just the 
same as corn and potatoes Fruits may 
produce something at maturity without 1 
attentiou, but they cau never do their best 
unless cultivated well every spring and ! 
summer Cultivation in the vineyard and 
berry patches should begin as early in 
spriug as the ground will do to work 
! Stirring the soil promotes growth and 
fruiting

HEAT AND THE BODY. 

We Are Able to Drink Liquids The* 
Would 8cald Our Hands. 

The human body can stand far 
greater boat If it be dry than if It bo 
wot, nud. strangely enough, It enu 
stand far hotter liquids inside than 
out. 

For example, the average tea drinker 
sips ten nt u temperature of about 
140 degrees F.— sometimes as high as 
143 degrees But he cannot bear his 
hands lu water nt 120 degrees or his 
feet lu wntcr higher than 112 degrees. 
Few people can stnnd a bath In water 
nt 105 degree*. 

In parts of central Anstrnlla men 
live in un uvemgo temperature of 115 
degrees F. In the shade and 140 do 
gross In the sun. while 151 degrees 
lias been registered. lu the Persian 
gulf tho thermometers on ships vary 
between 122 degrees and 140. A re 
cent explorer In tho Himalayas re- 
ports that he found nt 0 a. m. tn I>e 
com 1 ) 0 r and at more thnn 10,000 foot 
altltudo n temperature of 131 degrees F. 

Drs. Bleyden and Chantrey, two Eng-

Palestine Children at Play. 

In Palestine, as ulwuys, uccordlng to 
a contributor to Chambers' Journal, 
children's play Is mostly "making be- 
lieve" that they nre grown up. You 
may sec* a mite of live or six pnytng a 
visit of ceremony to a pUBlm of equal- 
ly tender years, exchanging such com- 
pll merits witli him as "Rest, I pray 
you!" "Nay, he who sees you is rest- 
ed!” and finally backing out of Ids 
presence, while he gathers up hand- 
fuls of dust nud sprinkles it on his 
head. Holding a law court, with 
melon seeds to represent the bribes, la 
a populnr game, and so Is a raid of 
fierce men from the desert. The sell- 
ing of Joseph and bis subsequent In- 
terviews with his brethren nro render- 
ed with much dramatic action. Also 
the afflictions of the man of Us, with 
new details, such as Job's wife cutting 
off her hair and selling it for bread. 
"Doing bride" is naturally the chief 
amusement of the Moslem girl, ns It 
Is the one great event of her later Ufa 

Dr. Johnson and Ghost*. 

Dr. Johnson expressed himself with 
characteristic caution and common 
sense on the sublet* of ghosts. "It is 
wonderful," he ♦.Id, "that 5.U00 years 
have now elapsed since the creation of 
the world, and still it is uudecided 
whether or not there has ever been an 
instance of the spirit of any person 
appealing after death." Yet the cred- 
ibility of some stories of apparitions 
can hardly lie culled In question. Ed- 
ward FitzGerald was far from being 
a superstitious man, and there Is a 
story of FitzGerald in a book called 
"Tennyson and Ula Friends."

J. Wendall Phillips Murdered. 

The remains of J. Wendall Phillips 
arrived here Monday morning front 
Oroveland, Florida, in charge of his 
brother, George Phillips, and the funeral 
was held In the afternoon from the home 
of his brother, Walter Phillips, Broad 
street.

The silo enables the dairyman to keep 
more live stock on I he same number of 
acres and at less cost In feed and labor 

Fowls upon an extensive range obtain 
a variety of food, especially of green food 
and Insects Fowls In narrow quarters 
must be furnished with a variety of food, 
especially of green and animal food. 
This is not dinicult, but It Is very often 
neglected. 

If a horse stumbles, give him his food 
on the floor Instead of In his manger. 
The position necessarily taken in feeding 
strengthens the muscles of the knees and 
ao removes the cause of the stumbling. 
A horse just brought from pasture does 
not stumble. 

Save all the corncobs. They are good 
for smoking meat In absence of hickory 
wood, and they are splendid for burning 
to a charred condition for hogs. The 
surplus cob should go into the manure. 
They are good absorbers of liquids and 
improvers of soil texture, besides sup- 
plying some fertilizing elements and Slid- 
ing humus to the soil- 

An experienced orchardlst says that, 
when planting an orchard to make money 
twenty-five years from now, plaut 32 to 
40 feet apart, but to have money soon, 
plant olose. As soon as trees crowd one 
another they quit growing and get down 
to business As trees are planted 35 feet 
apart they have nothing to do hut grow, 
and will uot hear fruit for ten to twelve 


The garden and the orchard are impor- 
tant, and It is not wise to neglect them 
for the Held crops The garden should 
not he considered a place to work when 
there is no other work needed, nor should 
the orchard work be deferred till the 
“ground in the Held is too wet to plow.” 
Make orcharding and gardening features 
of farm management. 

“In hot weather do not be content to 
drive cows to water once a day. By some 
means let them have constant access 
to it It will pay. Some authorities go 
so far as to say that the quantity of 
water drank per day by a cow Is a good 
criterion of the quantity of milk she will 
yield daily ; and many farmers have doubt- 
less proved to their own satisfaction that 
the flow of milk can be very greatly 
increased by moistening the dry food with 
plenty of water without deteiiorating the 
quality of the milk.

The future fertility of this season’s corn 
ground soil Is of vital importance. Where 
corn Is to he cut fur fodddr or silage and 
entirely removed from the ground, some- 
thing should be given back to the laud to 
balance the amount of matter taken from 
it . I f the corn is to be huskeb In the field 
aud the stalks allowed to remain to he 
dragged down this coming winter and 
plowed under the following spring, 
the loss of soil fertility will not be so 
great. Many do not realize tbe Importance 
of keeping the ground covered with or- 
ganic matter of some kind. Covered 
ground gains fertility, while bare ground 
loses fertility at all seasons of tLe year.

Profitable Roeea. 

Roaes, though generally admired as 
the most beautiful flower, nre not uni- 
versally recognized as the profitable 
article of commerce that they really 
are. Trade roses are growti lu vari- 
ous parts of Europe*, but chiefly at 
Grasse, iu France, and Kasaulik, in 
Bulgaria, where great stretches of rose 
gardens provide the chief supply of 
roses for the markets of the world. 
The highly cultivated roses are useless 
for commercial purposes, and both at 
Grasse and Kasaulik it Is the cabbage 
rose that is chiefly grown— “the rose 
of a hundred petals," as they call It in 
southern France. The Grasse roses 
are used chiefly for pomades, soaps, 
rose water, and such commodities, and 
tlie demand made by the manufactur- 
ers of such on the rose growers of 
Grasse can be partly gauged from the 
fact that more than 2,500,000 pounds 
of roses are annually gathered In the 
district. Essence, or, as It is called, 
attar of roses. Is rarely maje lu 
France, on account of the expense of 
production, but nearly all t lie Bul- 
garian roses are used for this purpose. 

History Made by a Postage Stamp. 

A postage stamp which played a part 
In history Is told about by M. Bunau- 
Vnrillu lu his book on the Panama 
canal. The incident occurred when 
the discussion over the relative merits 
of the Panama and Nicaragua routes 
was at Its height. Bunau-Vurllla hud 
been '-orklug vigorously for the Pan- 
ama route, making use of the two 
arguments of less cost and immunity 
from active volcanoes. One day he 
recalled that Nicaragua had issued a 
handsome stamp, showing a volcano 
la full activity. lie at once sent to 
tin* dealers lu foreign stamps in Wash- 
ington. and obtained ninety of these 
stamps, which lu* forwarded to the 
ninety senators, along with bits of 
paper bearing the words. “Postage 
stamp of the republic of Nicaragua; 
an official witness of the volcanic ac- 
tivities of Nicaragua." The catastrophe 
at St. Pierre took place about this 
time, to deepen the Impression of vol- 
canic danger, anil the Pauamu route 
was adopted by the narrow margin of 
four votes.— New York Post. 

Never Settled Questions. 

The familiar saying that nothing is 
settled until It Is settled right ex 
presses only u half truth. Questions 
of general and permanent luiportuncc 
ure seldom finally settled. A very 
wise man lias said that “short of the 
multiplication table there Is no truth 
and no fact which must not be proved 
over again If it bad never been prov 
cd, from time to time.” Conceptions 
of social rights and obligations and the 
institutions based upon them continue 
unquestioned for long periods as post u 
lutes in all discussions upon questions 
of government. Whatever conduct con 
forms to them is assumed to bo right. 
Whatever is at variance with them is 
assumed to be wrong. Then a time 
comes when with apparent suddenness 
the ground of discussion shifts and the 
postulates are denied. They cease to 
be accepted without proof, anil t lie 
whole controversy In which they were 
originally established Is fought ovet 
again.— Senator Hoot In North Amer- 
ican Review.

Put Into the depression 
four heaping tuhlespooiifuls (for four 
cups of eoffeei of finely pulverized 
Java and Mocha or any preferred 
brand of coffee. When the water In 
the kettle is at the galloping point 
pour It through the coffee slowly until 
four cupfulk have filtered through. 
Just tlie contents of the kettle cun go 
in if measured before boiling, allowing 
u little for waste. Cover and tuke ut 
once to table. Wash the cloth imme- 
diately uftor breakfast and keep in u 
jar of cold water, never itermlttlng It 
to get dry. and freshening the wuter 
every day.— New York Times.

The old Hugllsh ICgypllan, the Spanish 
(•Itaua and the Magyar Pharas nepiSt 
(Pharaoh's peoplei all point to an 
Kgyptbin origin. The Scandinavian 
Tulare Identifies them with the Mon- 
golian hordes which terrorised early 
Kurope, while the French Bohemian 
suggests yet another country as their 
cradle. 

As to the names bestowed by their 
supposed character, the Arab boldly 
calls them bnrnntl (a villain), the 
Dutchman lieydens. or heathens, and 
the Persian takes Ills name from their 
complexion and dubs them knrnchl, or 
swarthy. A charter of William the 
Lion, ns early ns the twelfth century, 
mentions their Scotch name of tinklers, 
which Is commonly supposed to be n 
corruption of tinker, nlthougli possibly 
the substitution of "t" for "z" has pro- 
duced this form of the Itnllnn rJngnro, 
one of the most widespread of gypsy 
appellations.— London Spectator. 


Ths Moth and tho Candle. 

It Is not because the moth Is light- 
hearted. heedless and utterly frivolous, 
ns we have nlwnys been told, that It 
plunges headlong Into the flame, but 
because of the wny that Its body Is 
constructed, says Knempffert, the well 
known student of physical science. 
There nre two symmetrical points, ex- 
actly alike chemically, on the moth’s 
body— nnmely, Its eyes. If the rays of 
light modify the chemical conditions 
of one side more than the other then 
the moth's power of movement ts af- 
fected. There is a stronger muscular 
tension on one side than on the other, 
and the moth Is forced to move toward 
the source of light. If, however, one 
of the eyes Is removed the chemical 
symmetery is destroyed and Instead 
of plunging Into the flame it moves 
about In a circle. There are other ani- 
mals and insects besides the moth 
which ore hopelessly In the grip of 
light. If a snail Is placed between a 
white wall and a black wall the un- 
equal lighting forces it to crawl In a 
circle.— Chicago Tribune.

In february and Melons In May. 
What (he Railroads Hare Done 
to Accomplish This. 


S TRAWBERRIES In March. inel 
ous lu May I Today this Is tba 
txinat of tio modern Lueullus, 
but tbe privilege of the many. 
You may even eat fresh atrnwtierrlee 
nwny up in northern New England In 
February. Today the New Knginnder 
can cut Ida cantaloupe and eat fresh 
vegetables with snow still on the 
ground. New potatoes when Ills own 
are living planted are to him no longer 
a dream. Fresh peaches on his table 
when Ills own trees are Just through 
blossoming excite about ns much curl 
oslty in him ns the bride’s bouquet of 
roses In January No longer does that 
strawberry pnteh out In bis own gar- 
den mean his tlrst taste of tbe luscious 
fruit in June or July. It used to tie 
so many years ngo, but nowadays he 
hns probably eaten quarts of lierriea 
long before his own hnve ripened. 

All tbls has been brought about not 
by some agricultural wizard's work 
In our gardens, not by our meteorol- 
ogists’ work In studying the weather, 
but by the railroads. It Is the result 
solely of the perfecting of our modern 
methods of transportation, the bring- 
ing up of our main steel highways of 
commerce to a standard not surpassed 
anywhere else in the world, enabling 
the traffic men and operating experts 
so to work out fast freight schedules 
that, today the New England table is 
but forty hours from southern farms. 

There is no faster freight service in 
the world than that which carries 
stra wlierries to tbe New England table 
from the southland In two days. There 
is no such terminal yard anywhere ns 
:he great yard or yards at South Bos- 
ton of tlie New York, New Haven nnd 
Hartford, where this fruit and early 
vegetables are received, bought and 
sold nnd distributed. As many as 
500 carloads of strawberries are some- 
times received there in a single dny, 
and so quickly are they handled that 
one hour after they have entered the 
yard they «re either being unloaded 
or are being sent out again to Port- 
land or places even farther north, 
where they can be eaten the next 
morning. 

The celerity with which this most 
!>er1shable of perishable freight is 
handled from the time It Is put in the 
freight car In Florida, Georgia or Vir- 
ginia until it has reached the market- 
men scattered all over New England 
Is probably not exceeded anywhere in 
this country. It represents years of 
study, of painstaking work over rail- 
road schedules, of the most effective

I'erlshnhle freight la the b'ne of the 
rnl rond man's existence He •one- 
time* lose* more sleep over It than 
he d>es over passengers. It Involves 
problems not met with In most kind* 
of freight It must be delivered in the 
quickest time pos-dble. and In thl* 
connection the railroad, like tbe ship 
per* and the commission men. must 
always reckon on the market day. The 
los* of one market day on |iorishnble 
freight like strn wtieftles often means 
the ms* of the entire shipment. The 
failure of a railroad's freight s< hcdule 
to Insure delivery of this kind of 
freight for a certain market dny mny 
mean tlie loss to that railroad of this 
entire business; to the commission men 
nnd mnrketmen It means so much leas 
business to get returns from. On the 
other hand, the ability of the time 
table experts and the traffic men to 
knock o(T half an hour even on the run- 
nlng time of n freight train may mean 
to the road thousands of dollars of new 
business nnd for the commission men 
may open up n brand new line of 
trade. For years men have worked 
over these freight train schedules try- 
ing to lop off precious minutes of time 
In the yards. In the stops en routo and 
In the delivery. Always their nlm has 
been In the esse of New England to 
get table luxuries, such as early 
strawberries, melons and peaches, Into 
Boston by the second market dny. 

There Is no moro perishable produce 
than straw berries, nml next to them 
comes fish. The New Enginnd mil- 
roads must tiring the first Into New 
Enginnd and carry the second out. In 
the ense of Iierries It Is absolutely es- 
sential that they lie consumed within 
seventy-two hours from the time they 
nre picked for them to command n 
price that will make the business 
vvnrtty wlilie. When one considers tlmt 
these early Iierries are picked in Vir- 
ginia' nnd points fnrthcr south the 
problem confronting tlie New Enginnd 
railroads in getting them on the New 
Englander’s table within this limit of 
seventy-two hours is thus seen to tie a 
big one. If a carload of strawberries 
consigned to n New England produce 
merchant misses a market day at the 
South Boston yard It means usually a 
depredation of nt least 5 cents on 
every box; on melons it means pnilv 
nbly a cent apiece. That may not 
swm much, but in the nggregate it Is 
enough frequently to wipe out the 
protlt on an entire shipment. 

In order to make a market day with 
this kind of freight, the railroad must 
get it Into Boston, say, between the 
hours of 2 a. m. and 6 a. m. The 
market day begins promptly at 6 a. m. 
Tlmt Is the hour when the big bell 
rings out In the perishable freight 
yard and there begins a scene of ac- 
tivity among the mnrketmen. When 
this bell rings tlie ears must be ready 
to open so that their contents enn lie 
Inspected anil sampled nnd the fruit 
or vegetables sold right ns they stand 
In the ear. Ten minutes after this 
bell rings the contents of the train 
nmy lie on tho way to the market. 

This hour of 6 a. m., then. Is the 
goal ti|>on which the eye of the operat- 
ing man and the traffic man In the 
railroad organization Ls fixed. It is 
tho hour they must make, not one 
dny, but every dny, or lose the busi- 
ness. Down In Virginia, through Mary- 
land nnd Delawn re h freight train 
loaded with the luscious early berries 
of southern plantations, the first to 
feel tho vitalizing effect of the spring 
sunshine, may he rushing through the 
night toward this goal with the speed 
of n passenger train. The engineer 
hns this goal In mind, the yardmen 
along the route hare It In mind, and 
up In the railroad offices the operat- 
ing tnen have It In inlnd too. Like the 
man with the hall In the footlmll game, 
these men are all working to put the 
train with Its produce over the goal 
line before the big hell In the Boston 
yard rings out m a rigaai far the 
market me* that another market day 
hns begun. 

New Enginnd has not always enjoy- 
ed tho privilege of having strawberries 
!n February or even melons In Afay. 
It was not many years ago that the 
average householder had to rely chiefly 
on Ids local fruits and vegetables, ne 
waited until July for his strnwlierries. 
His melon* nod pem hes he got inter. 
Vegetable* out of season were rare. 
This wax *» hen New Enginnd. hv the 
tlipu a. enn* of transportation, was 
many am'lcet days nwny from tbe 
south. T'Ve *.» were the days of Inten- 
v tvp rill roads, as Mr Rrnndels would 
probably call them, short railroads 
or, n*— ling with one another, hut op 
1 ••rate? separately and Involving many 
j •niiDifor points When freight has to 
-o ov. -r several railroads operated on 
’ntcnalve principle it is bound to 
I .,.«r.. r delays. Met ween Boston and 
s'**-v York there were the New nnven. 
the old Stonlngton road nnd the Bos- 


'on and Providence, over which such 
freight had to travel. • 

Even In th-> early days of consollda 
Ion there was still much time con 
omicd because the old freight transfer 
points were retained. Boston and 
northern New Enginnd were not en 
tlrely without early produce, but owing 
to the slow schedules and delays the 
business wns n hazardous one f(k 
commission men In those days Hie 
bulk of the southern fruit nnd vegetn 
tiles was put on a boat at Norfolk and 
rtislied by son to Boston. Some of It 
went by rail to New York and thence' 
by (tie old Stonlngton line to Boston 
Tlie sen was able to afford the better 
service for the most part. Tlie boats 
from Norfolk made the third market 
day nnd sometimes not that. Tlie Sto 
nington line made possible n noon de- 
livery on tlie st* oiul dny. but while 
this enabled some Inrge consumers, 
such ns hotels. In Boston to serve 
fresh fruit ut the dinner hour the gen

ernl consumer had to wait until the 
third dny, while the depreciation went 
on. 

In lS'.M) the first fast freight service 
wns inaugurated, but it was not all 
that It ought to be until about fom 
years ago. 

At that time the New Haven road's 
officials got together with those of tlie 
Pennsylvania and decided to work out 
a schedule which would land the 
stuff from the southern farms lu Bos 
ton lu ample time for the second mar 
ket day, counting from the time of its- 
shipment. It was to be a schedule 
which would stand up under heavy 
service and lie such as to warrant the 
commission men to increase their or 
ders. The Pennsylvania put ou sev 
erul new trains, und u quick trausfei 
was urrauged for around New York. 

In all about five trains are now re 
julred In the busy season to bring this 
produce from the south. The curs ure 
picked up all over Virginia and even 
south of there and most of them are 
collected at Norfolk. There tlie Penn 
sylvauia mukes up a train, .known a* 
It 10, In one or more sections, and 
starts It north nt noon. This train 
reaches the Jersey City yards of the 
Peunrylvniila at 10 a. in. the next 
Jay. There It ls broken up nnd the 
enrs rushed to tho New Haven transfer 
tloaLs, wjileli Hro taken around the 
Eust river und through Hell Gate by 
tlie motet powerful tugs In New Y’ork 
hurlwr. In the great Harlem river 
yards It ls “classified" again. It starts 
on Its way to Boston at 3 p. in., milk- 
ing stops nt New Haven, Providence. 
Mansfield and Readvilla to drop off 
can*. The old urrivlng time of this 
train was 2:30 a. m. In Boston, hut 
thirty mlnutea have been cut off this 
In tlie Inst year. Frequently It comes 
Into the South Boston yard at 1 :30 a 
n. Wlirty five care Is about the limit 
of a freight train. When 250 carloads 
of berries alone are coming up from 
the south In one day obviously till* 
train can’t take them all, though it 
runs In several sections. For the later 
lections of the Pennsylvania road's 
train bringing up the Iierries the New 
Haven hits still u faster train ready 
This train leaves the Ilarlem river 
yards nt 7:25 p. m. and gets to Boston 
ut 4 a. m. It also ninlces stops on tin* 
way where ears huve to lie dropped 
for midway |xj|nts. All this takes 
lime, so that the speed tietween these 
itops must of necessity is- that of a 
! fast passenger train. 

These are the two great Itcrry ex 
press trains of New Enginnd With 
tlie Pennsylvania's trains they form 
Hie route over which dally passes the 
| nut of season fruit to which we are 
| now so accustomed.

It Is this stream, rising and falling 
with the weather conditions, which 
feeds the summer resorts and has en 
allied New England's famous hotels to 
cater to tho finest trade and made them 
Independent of local truck farms. It 
has also greatly Increased the number 
uf Boston's commission houses. 

The speed with which this stream 
Hows northward Is equaled by the 
celerity with which it Is handled in the 
South Boston yard, the great dlstrih 
tiling reservoir into which- It pours 
Its tons of produce. There nre seven 
yards and thirteen freight houses mak- 
ing up the Boston terminal, and lu and 
out of R run l.son ears a day, of which ! 
this perishable freight forms only a 
part 

As soon ns one of the fast express , 
freight trains reaches the yard in the 
early hours of the morning the ears 
nre marked showing what yard they 
are intended for, this depending upon 
the firms to which they are consigned. 
Then the switch engines get busy. 
It takes mi average of twenty minutes 
to mark the ears. They have so re 
dueed the time of switching or class! 
ficatlon, as it Is called, that In thirty 
minutes every car in n forty car train 
will have been put In its proper yarn 
nnd place. On nn average it is just 
one hour from the time the big I’aclfh 
locomotive lands Its train of fruit In 
tlie terminal that the cars nre ready 
to have their seals broken. That is 
when It Is ready to be sold by the 
mnrketmen, though the sales do not 
begin till the hell rings at <’> a. in. 

There nre few other cities whdYe 
this kind of freight Is landed so close 
to the market Ten minutes Is all that 
Is required In Boston to transfer It to 
the market from the uar. In this 
terminal, where 4.135 freight ears can 
he kept nt one time, there ls sufficient 
space provided so that teams can back 
up to 2.100 of these curs. 

About 05 per cent of the produce 
brought Into this yard every day re 
mains there or Is shipped out by ex 
press. The ears destined for Portland 
and for northern New England begin 
moving out by noon again, but from 
Boston a radius of at least twenty-fivr 
miles Is covered direct. Portland will 
get Its berries in time for breakfast tho 
next morning. 

About 75 per cent of New England I* 
affected by this fast freight servlet 
perfected by the railroad men. Tin* 
sea litis had to yield Ibis traffic to the 
line of steel which ties the north to the 
south. Today the New Englander 
even though he lives in Maine, is iu 
certain of fresh strawberries for his 
table In the spring as lie Is of Ids own 
garden truck in the summer 
When the great Hell Gate bridge and 
Connecting Railroad joining the New 
Ha Yen system with the Pennsylva- 
nia Is completed In New Y’ork city 
tills schedule mny In* shortened even 
more. This great engineering feat, tin 
dertnken by the two roads, will obviate 
the long water transfer around Man- 
hattan Island. It Is only three miles 
across New Y’ork bay from Greenville, 
where the Pennsylvania’s trains roll 
in from the south, to Bay Ridge, where 
the cars will again take the rails 
bound for Boston, and the dangerous 
and delaying tides of Hell Gate will 
thus be avoided. While It will not 
mean the saving of another market 
day, it will mean that more train* can 
be handled and may result some day in 
making Portland’s market day the 
■utiue as Boston's.

For years tills pretty spot on the shores 
of Whitman's pond has been steadily In- 
fested w ith many of the so-called “clubs," 
who hire cottages in the grove, having 
been driven from one plHce to another 
and who have made life almost unbearable 
for the various property owners and resi- 
dents until at last they are up in arms 
against tills notorious element. 

Complains have been made every week 
and many remedies, protests ami petitions 
have been tried, voiced ami sent to the 
selectmen to put a stop to tills danger- 
ous evil. 

Profane talk, drunkenuess, midnight 
brawling, nude bathing and indeccut im- 
moral actions have greeted the eyes and 
ears of respectable people and the influ- 
ence oti young growing children of winch 
there are many in the grove, can tie easily 
imagined. 

Numerous robberies have been reported 
of articles stolen from the cottages, 
w lilch can be laid only to one source, as 
many witnesses can testify to and tills 
growing condition of ati'airs lias forced 
the people to form the above association 
for tneir own protection. 

Although only a few weeks old, severa 1 
very noticeable reforms have been brought 
about, some of the undesirable characters 
have beeu forced to leave the place uuder 
pressure and quietus put on some of the 

clubs. 

The good work is to be pushed to the 
limit, committee on lire, police and postal 
service will take up those important mat- 
ters and other committees appointed on 
health and sanitation, and social welfare, 
and disturbers of the peace are properly 
dealt with in accordauce witii the town 
laws.

Trolley Expreu Hearing. 

Tin* Town office* were well tilled Wed* 
nesday evening with people who came as 
participant* In ami spectator* to a hear- 
ing asked for by tlie Bav State Street 
Railway Company for a franchise " to 
act ns common carrier of newspapers, 
baggage, express matter and freight In 
snld town " 

The meeting was railed to order by the 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen. 
The full hoard of selectmen was present, 
and the petitioners were represented by 
President Conway, Hon. J. F Jackson, 
leading counsel of the company, and 
H. C. Reynolds, superintendent of trolley 
freight, service. 

Mr. Jackson opened l lie Hall with a 
statement of what was wanted, why It 
was wanted and conditions by which it 
might be accomplished, it was wanted 
because it had become a necessity as a 
connecting link to franchise to every city 
and town surrounding Weymouth, and 
had been refused on account of the In- 
ability of the company and selectmen to 
come together on terms, principally a 
limited or pet pet util franchise. 

From the standpoint of the company, 
limited was Impracticable, as different 
fnnnchiscs would be expiring at diflerent 
times Indifferent niiinieipnlitics and iltey 
would constantly lie hampered by un- 
certainties of the future. Mr. Jackson 
thought tlie question of limit had heed 
over estimated and lie believed that, they, 
tlie company, and the town counsel of 
Weymouth, Mr. Worthen, could come 
together and frame a hill by which the 
town and the company would both tie 
protected. 

The next speaker was Geo. L. Barnes 
who represented the Stetson Shoe Co. 
and argued that the franchise had become 
a necessity in order to place the Stetson 
Co. ou an equal basis of matin faclures 
in other towns which had superior advan- 
tage Doth in receipt ami delivery of goods, 
South Weymouth today not being as well 
accommodated us it w as ten, llfleen aud 
twenty years ago, it often taking two or 
three days to get goods from Boston or 
Brockton. 

Mr. Barnes was followed by Mr. Heald 
of the Stetson Co. whose argument was 
tlie same, and he said their hurry goods 
from Brockton now came by trolley to 
Rockland and were then taking over the 
road by their own team. 

Mr. Bends, representing tlie Geo. E. 
Keith Co., said that in coming to Wey- 
mouth a factor which entered in was 
Llicir nearness to tlie railroad aud 
probable expedition in bundling freight, 
but they early learned that that feature 
was a delusion uud they were compelled to 
pul ou a motor service of their own. 

Fred Aldeti of the Aldeu, Walker & 
Wilde Co. and Louis K Jones represent- 
ing tlie Edwin Clapp Co. both spoke of 
tlie absolute necessity of belter freight 
trallice for tiieir business, and Fred 
Humphrey speaking for provision trade 
urged tin; necessity of the service in 
handling perishable goods, saying t hat lie 
got his perishable aud much other stutl 
by trolley line to Quincy and there took 
it in his own tcuin. 

With answers to a few questions asked 
by the chairmau, Mr. Hunt, Mr. Hanley, 
member of tlie hourd and Mr. Rumes 
a former member of tlie board, tiie 
petitioners’ side of tiie question was 
closed, und remonstrance called, and for 
u wliile it looked us t hough that side 
would no by default, lint Mr. C J Mc- 
Morrow came to the rescue and spoke 
uguiust any franchise, however much It 
might in- needed, unless the same were 
safely guarded by a limitation uud for- 
feiture clause. 

I'he meeting adjourned and tlie hoard 
went into an executive session

One evening during the war between 
the state*, when we were lying in fnre 
of nu enemy, I stole nwnv from rump 
and In tint darkness succeeded in pass- 
ing the pickets Climbing a trim, 
where I could hear If not see wlint tin* 
Confederate* were doing, I heard ho 
much going mi that I believed they 
were preparing for one of those at- 
tacks Just tiefore dawn, the hour u*u 
ally chosen for an Intended surprise. 

1 got down from the tree. choosing a 
moment when the const was elear. nnd, 
crawling through underbrush, retrneed 
my steps, got safely through the pick- 
ets and returned to my own Hues. 
There I made myself known and. 
making for my euptnln's tent, told 
hint tin* whole story. 

He was too much impressed with 
ttie Importance of getting It to the 
general to reprimand me for leaving 
camp without permission and hurried 
me to headquarters It was midnight, 
nml all were nsleep there Hut the 
captain called an aid. and the aid 
awakened the general, who gave or- 
ders that the command should he 
called (without heating the long roll) 
and formed In line of battle behind 
such natural defenses ns the location 
afforded 

At 3 o'clock — dnwn did not come till 
neatly 1 -we heard the tramp of men 
and when their shadowy forms ii|>- 
pettred astonished them with a storm 
of lead and Iron that drove them bn< k 
In confusion They returned, hut were 
agnin driven hack, sifter wtiteh they 
retired to their cntnim. 

This sally of mine gnve me nil the 
adventure I wanted for the rest of my 
term of servlee, for It made me the 
general's chief scout. I almost nlwn.vs 
went out for Information tn uniform 
In the first place. 1 preferred being 
captured nr shot to betng hanged for 
a spy, against which death my uni- 
form was a protection. I have ridden 
Into the enemy’s lines rigged uh n FVd 
ernl trooper, acknowledged myself to 
the ;>eoplo ns such und wns not 
believed. “Tou enn’t come that on ns." 
they would say. "You’re one of Mob 
by's men." When I would deny this 
they would Insist thnt I had adopted 
the Yankee uniform for secret service. 

Aft»r one of our fights, in which net- > 
ther side seemed to have got an 
advantage. 1 was sent Into Confederate 
territory with a view to determining 
whether the enemy were taking steps 
to continue the fight or withdraw. 
Hut a far more important object wns 
to carry uu order to General R.. on mjr 
flank, to Join tn a simultaneous attack 
without command In case I found the 
enemy Inclined to retreat If I found 
them in go.x1 condition to renew the 
fight and prepnrlng to do so I wns 
to destroy tho order, and if the re- 
verse I wns to deliver It. It wns writ- 
ten on tissue paper, giving details of 
time of attack, etc., and rolled Into a 
ball nlxiut the size of a pistol bullet 
I carried It In my holster in order that 
I might have It ready to throw away 
or d<*stroy In case of exj>ccted capture. 

1 went out. ns usual. In tny blue Jack- 
et with yellow cavalry facings, my 
carbine stung to my snddlo and a re- 
volver nt m.v hip. I emerged from our 
Hues Into a wood, through which by 
the goneral'a direction a skirmish line 
had boon sent to determine whether It 
1 wns occupied by the enemy It Wits 
free, and after riding through It for 
half n mile I came to a clearing. Be- 
fore entering upon tt I looked over 
wliat wns In front of mo. for. being on 
an eminence, 1 could see quite u dls 
tnnee. There were no camps tn sight 
nor any large force, only strny bands, 
mostly cavalry, fio I started out. In- 
tending to ride forward, keep tny eyes 
open nnd be guided by circumstances 

lH'scendltig n slope through a corn 
field. I struck n road lending southeast- 
ward. the direction In which the ene- 
my were supposed to bo I could sec 
approaching hands or portions nnd di- 
rected my ctairso so as to avoid them 
One would have hud to come near me 
to s»s' thnt I wore a Federal uniform, 
for mine was by no means a new one 
— rather dingy, in fact - and needed 
close inspection to tell whether It was 
Confederate or Union Ho. while I saw 
all 1 cared to see. no one saw me with 
sufficient distinctness to know that I 
was a Yankee soldier 

I rode uu over low ground till i cauie 
to a ridge from which I could see the 
Confederate camps A wagon train 
wus headed southward. if It was 
load.ed with supplies that meant that 
the enemy were preparing to retreat 
if the wagons were empty It meant 
that they were engaged in hauling sup 
pile* to the army; that they had 
brought u loud und were returning for 
another I could see the white line of 
the rood over which they would pass 
and that It made a turn not far from 
where they were. By riding across 
(elds I could Intercept them I pushed 
jhrwnrd und Inking them on the flank, 
rode along by them toward their renr. 

“What yo’ doin’ In that uniform?*' 
tailed u teamster. 

"Took It from a Yank killed Id the 
light yaaterduy.” 1 replied "My but- 
ternut suit wus rugged And look at 
the boots ' I never let a Y'ank git away 
with his boots, especially If he's dead " 

"I'll give you a hundred dollars for 
eui " 


"Not much. I got all the money 1 
want, hut only one pair o' boots." 

It was pout) thnt the wagons were 
full ot supplies, not only by the power 
required Iij the mines to haul them, 
but through the front or rear openings 
in the covers I could si-e the property

lla\ tug learned all I wished to know. 

I continued my way to the rear end of 
ttie train, then turned Into a wood, 
where I lost myself for awldle. It was 
now my otijis-t to ride northeast want 
to General It s corps and deliver my 
order While I was waiting I hoard a 
rumble and 11 creaking In the road nnd 
recognized sounds made lit artillery. 
If I had needed further evidence of re 
treat tills would have confirmed my 
opinions, for the next tiling to supplies 
1 retreating army moves Is Its heavy 
guns that is. unless pressed so hard 
by an enemy as to need them for de 
fonse. 

The direction I was now to take fore 
ed me to cross the road I had Just left 
Preferring to move through woods. I 
kept on among the trees as long as pos 
Bible, then turned Into the road, having 
a stretch of a quarter of a mile bolero 
me before striking other limber \\ h i It* 
milking this Interval I hoard the quick 
thud of horses hoofs behind me and. 
turning tny bond, saw a troop of Con 
federate cavalry coming I turned Into 
the wood on the north side of t hi- road, 
and. though 1 did not alter my gait. I 
continued my course I heard n "Hello, 
t liar!” from the troop, but. pretending 
not to hear, kept on As I disappeared 
in the wood there came a sharp "Halt, 
you. tltar!” 

1 must make 11 quick decision In 
Federal uniform I could not expect to 
deceive iltl officer its I had deceived a 
teamster. 1 would be obliged to give 
an account of myself and would doubt- 
less be detained If the general's or- 
ders were found on me my Federal 
uniform might not save me from the 
gallows, for. although It was simply an 
order, it wns evident that it was based 
on my observations of Confederate 
movements I wns certainly not on a 
direct lino between the Federal general 
who had written It and the officer for 
whom it wus Intended This would 
prove me 11 secret service matt. 

AH this was hut a Hash in my brum. 
My decision was made upon ttie Im 
portn'nee of getting the order through 
If 1 succeeded it would give our troops j 
a great advantage; If I failed a tine I 
opportunity would be lost. I detertnin 
ed to run for It. Having passed out of 
sight. I put spurs to my horse and. 
though I wns obliged to (lodge the 
trees, made good progress. 1 was In 
hopes that those who had seen me 
would not consider me of sufficient Im- 
portance to chase. But these hopes 
were blasted by hearing one or more 
horses crashing through the under 
growth behind me. 

A lightning Hush before me Indicated 
that ttie wood lmd no great extent and 
l would soon he In the open, tt was 
evident that I must soot, fight or sur- 
render While I was thinking about 
It I came to the end of the wood and 
entered a field. Soon after doing so I 
looked buck to see by how many 1 was 
pursued Hut one man tints far had 
left the wood. I rode on at a break- 
neck pace lor about half a mile, then 
looked hack again. Only the one pur- 
suer wns In sight. This decided me 
1 determined to fight. 

But. realizing that I was more likely 
to lie taken alive than killed, after 
drawing my revolver I took the mes 
sage from my holster. What would I 
do with It’; If 1 threw It away the 
man chasing me would see it and look 
for it. 1 stuffed It In the muzzle of 
my pistol, thou, reining In my horse. 

1 faced him toward the Confederate, 
rio was within a hundred yards of me 
at the time and. drawing Ids weapon, 
came on. My horse was standing still, 
which enabled me to take a good aim 
When he came within range we l»oth 
tired almost simultaneously. Ills bul- 
let cut the edge of my ear. though 1 
did not know It lit the time. My bul- 
let pierced Ids bruin. 

No sooner tiad the man fallen front 
his horse and I saw blood oozing from 
Ills forehead than I bethought myself 
of ttie situation. If no more Confed- 
erates came for me and I could find 
the dispatch 1 might yet carry It to 
Generul R I calculated that on ac- 
count of Its light weight It had not 
gone more than u few yards from my 
pistol and. calculating the direction of 
tile wind. Iiegaii to hunt for It Seeing 
a hit of i»a|s*r. 1 took it up and found 
It to he the dispute!]. It had been 
partially opened by pressure against 
tbe atmosphere. Had it not been for 
this I doubt If I should have found 
It. since tn its globular form It was 
very small and blackened by |Kiwder. 

My first act after finding it was to 
look to see If any more pursuers were 
emerging from the wood None up 
pen red Noticing (' S A branded on 
the trooper's horse.

A Custom the Occident Borrewed From 
the Orient. 

Most ImrbarlauH, Judged by modern 
•tandards. were nuytliing but cleanly 
In tlielr |K*rsonal bulilta. In England. 
France and Germany bathing was an 
almost tmknowu custom until after 
the Crusades The pilgrims from the 
oust brought home with them Ideas of ■ 
the bath as help In the treatment of 
disease, and bathrooms were gradually 
Introduced Into the hospitals From 
the hospitals the Ideas of txithing 
spread generally. People who had 
been treated there saw the value of 
keeping the Itoily clean In order to re 
slst disease. The gn*ut plague that 
swept over Europe In the early years 
of the fourteenth century helped to 
tench this lesson 

By the fifteenth century there was ] 
scarcely a large city that did not pos 
sess well patronized public bathing es 
tnblishinents. although It was not until 
the seventeenth century that the Turk 
ish bath was introduced, and not until 
tin* eighteenth century that sen bath- 
ing. so common among the American 
Indians, was tried ex|H*rlmentall.v 

Saturday was chosen ns bathing time 
and the reason is not difficult to tin 
ngtne On Sunduy everybody was com- 
pelled to go to church, whether he 
would or not As the Moslem In the 
east bathed before entering the mosque 
so did the medieval man before enter- 
ing Ids church, only lie must take his 
bath on Saturday afternoon in order 
to be clean the following day There 
was even a distribution of bath money 
to the children whose parents were 
unable to pay for their baths.— New 
York Post

WHY LOVELL’S CORNER? 



We are often asked why it is call’d 
Lovell’s Corner, aud possibly there may lie 
some reason why the people of today- 
ask that question and by tin* same token 
it might be answered in a few words but 
to make it more generally understood we 
take this occasion to give the public some 
of out stored up history, a part of which 
we have accumulated by hours, days and 
weeks of research and a part by our own 
observation and memory. Possibly, in 
some years of the past the name Lovell 
has ‘iron more prominent iu town matters 
th J. It Is today but from the earliest days 
It has been a factor at times, most n< txhlv 
so. 

When the territory which made the 
town of Weymouth was bought from the 
Indians, and which by the way, gei - 
graphically is the same as when it 
was purchased, John and James Lovell 
were among those w ho contributed to 
the purchase. 

For a few years Weymouth was a com- 
munity us far us land went and the land 
was of common use to the purchasers. 
This of course could not continue as men 
making improvements must have individ- 
ual claim on the land so improved. 

To meet the demands of the time the 
territory was divided Into two divisions 
called the First and Second Division. 
Then a portion of each division was 
divided into lots some small and some 
large and these lots were assigned to men 
In proportion to the sums paid by each, 
only a small part of the territory being 
assigned at the first division which took 
place iu l(')f.3, aud James Lovell was as- 
signed one lot of 10 acres and another lot 
of 8 acres in the First Divlson while John 
was assigned 21 acres in the Second Divi- 
sion There was another assignment, a 
few years later and each received an ad- 
dition to li is land holding. Tills land w as 
along what our late Quincy Heed puts 
down as tiie Pleasant street trail and on 
Ids map runs from Hie Ahinglon line to 
tide water at North Weymouth, and like 
the land assigned to Stepheu French some 
of it remains in the Lovell family today 
as we will show later 

As we have said the Lovells were promi- 
nent In tow u matters but w e skip a long line

of them ami their work. Enoch Lovell, 
born in 1702, who w ith others csisblished 
a tlshiug business and fitted out vessels 
for Cape Sable fishing, had a wharfage 
and packing plant at Hunt's hiP. 

We next come to a son of Enoch, Micab, 
who was born in 1734 He was a mem- 
ber of Weymouth (’oast Guard at the be- 
ginning of the Revoluionnry War. This 
guard was for the purpose of protecting 
our coast line from British invasion and 
while they prevented the British from j 
I getting onto the mainlaud they did not ! 
prevent them from landing on Sheep Is- 1 
land and carrying off the sheep. This ' 
coast guard was recruited and paid for ! 
by the town and the soldiers received two 
pislareens a day. There was no Ameri- 
can coin then, most of the coinage being 
Spanish and a pistareen w as worth about 
20 cents. 

Micah Lovell was the father of James, 
born May 7th, 1707, and Lemuel, born 
Oct. 1774. We have said that some of 
the land first assigned is still in the same 
family and here we reach our point 
James was the last Lovell occupant of the 
old house on the east side of Pleasant 
street recently torn dow n by Geo. F. May- 
nard. Among the children horn to him 
was a daughter who was christened 
Abigail Adams in the old house by Abigail 
Adams of historic fame. She was mar- 
ried to Naaiiiou Cobb and ended a long 
I and useful life in the house where she 
was born and where she was married: 

! died leaving one daughter, Mrs. Geo. F. 

I Maynard, who undoubtedly lives on laud 
' ceded to her ancestors nearly three hun- 
dred years ago. 

Major Lemuel Lovell like his brother, 
James, was tin* last of his name, and iu 
fact the last of his race, to occupy the an- 
| dent home which we present to our read- 
l ers tills week as It stands on the west side 
of Pleasant street a few rods north of 
Lovell’s Corner. 

Major Lovell, as the title Indicates was 
a military man follow ing iu the footsteps 
of his ancestors, General Solomon and 
1 Colonel Enoch Lovell. 

Weymouth was then a military town 
having among its citizens a baticrv 
of light artillery, a company of horse and 


two, or even three companies of itifautry. 
Field aud drill days were regularly held 
ami usually look place ou Dyer’s Plaius, 
Pleasant street, South Weymouth or at 
tiie plains on Bridge street. North Wey- 
mouth and no field day was complete with- 
out the presence of Major Lovell, lie 
died Sept. 15th, 1855, aged si years aud 
among his descendants were two sous, 
David aud Micah twins, born March 31, 
1708 aud now Why Lovells' Corner? 

The two boys, David and Micah, were 
familiarly kuowu as Dave ami Mike aud 
as they grew into manhood they grew 
into a business established by their 
father ou the north east corner of the 
square formed by Pleasant ami Washing- 
ton street The budding occupied was a 
long low one extending along Washington 
street with a row of sheds beyond tbe 
store and shop 

No one ever called “’Dave" Mike or 
“Mike” Dave, each was well known iu 
Ills particu'ar sphere .Micah could al- 
ways be found at the store where you 
might buy powder aud shot, shoemakers 
and bees’ wax, dip caudles aud oil, shoe 
i In-end and t-iiidiug cotton, pins, needles, 
red and yellow llauucl, unbleached cloth, 
denims and bed ticking 

David on tiie other baud took a broader 
field. In tiie easterly cud of the building 
w as a sort of shoe factory where a few 
brogans aud low strap shoes were manu- 
factured under the supervision of David. 

He was also man largely read, a paiiia- 
i meniarian of no mean ability aud at times 
occupying important town positions- 

Washington street was theu one of the 
1 most extensive long distance travelled 
streets iu town, it wa> the through route 
from Boston to Marshfield and Ply- 
mouth ami here the traveller stopped 
to get a few quarts of outs of Micah, 
hail ids horse iu the shed and have 
a chat with David Notably among these 
! travellers was Daniel Webster, who 
1 never passed tiie red store at Lovell’s 
' Corner w ithout stopping to greet David 
! and Micah. 

We have made this much longer than 
we had intended but for age-, no place 
from Boston to Plymouth was better 
known than Lovells’ Corner

If you Intern! to plant a few choice trees 
next spring, <11 u large holes for them this 
fall, till them with manure, removing It 
| next spring ami filling in up to the desired 
depth for a tree 

Many faults that have hern blamed upon 
the incubator, the brooder and even the 
faithful hen, should, In many cases, have 
j been laid to Improper methods In growing 
and caring for the breeders. There is 
still much to he learned about the real ! 
foundation of the poultry business— the 
breeding pen. 

Silage may be made of plants that ani- 
mals are permitted to eat In the green 
atate, and such fodder preserved by this 
means loses hut little of its feeding prop- 
erties in the process. In one way there 
is a slight Improvement. That Is, the 
tougher fiber of siloed fodder is soft- 
ened and made thereby more digestible 
anb acceptable to animals. 

For late summer or fall seeding of al- 
falfa, rye, wheat, vetch and other small 
seeds, the ground should be plowed as 
soon as possible. If harrowing, rolling or 
discing will have any effect, the plowed 
ground should then.be surface worked to 
make It fine to hold what moisture Is pres- 
ent. If the plowed ground Is too dry and 
cloddy to be worked immediately after 
plowing, wait for the first good shower, 
and then go onto it and work It down as 
soon as possible to a fine and smooth con- 
dition. Do not wait for more rain 10 
pack the soli. 

In the case of a heavy rain falling upon 
plowed ground Intented for late seeding, 
wait till the ground will work well and 
then reduce the surface by harrowing. 
If the weather seems to he turning dry, 
harrow again within a few days. Con- 
tinue to harrow about once every week as 
long as the weather remains dry. There 
is no danger of overpacking the plowed 
ground by working it in a dry condition. 
If it seems to become too compact under 
any conditions, a good discing will bring 
it hack. 

Fodder preserved in a concrete silo is 
safe from fire and waste and retains the 
maximum food value The cost of build- 
ing a silo with a capacity of 150 tons need 
not exceed $300. It varies according to 
the supply of labor. Concrete costs little 
more than wood and is so much better in 
every way that it is confidently recom- 
mended. No fodder is relished so much 
by stock as silage. Its influence is bene- 
ficial to the animal system, is invigorating 
and prevents cripples and impaction. 
Succulent silage makes for good health 
and heavy milk flow It is equally good 
for poultry and hogs. 

Poultry are bringing better prices than 
ever before, and It Is predicted that in 
Massachusetts, at least, this coming Win- 
ter will see the highest prices ever known 
1 for fresh eggs, on account of the new \ 
laws covering the sale of storage eggs, i 
Milk never before has brought the farmer 
as high a price as it does now, 1 
and butter and cheese in t lie past few 
years have reached prices that seldom 
have been exceeded. There is money us a 
rule in market gardening and apple raising 
lias not been overdone There is not only [ 
tin* home market for the latter, but in re- 1 
cent years a steadily increasing export 
demand.

' iug as a business aud uot merely feeding 
iiogs to find an outlet for his farm by- 
product* must recoguize the fact t hut 
young hogs up to six months of age need 
a growing, uot a fattening ruiiou, aud 
that they need feed injudicious quauilies 
During the last two mouths, the finish- 
ing period, the previously built frame aud 
digestive capacity, iu the making of which 
a variety of suitable food is esseutial, is 
loaded with fat, a process iu which corn 
produces the cheapest gaius 

Norfolk County, through its enterpris- 
ing Sheriff, Samuel II.

ONCE NAMED CASTLE GARDEN. 


The Historic Building In Its Day Hus 

Heard the Eloquence of Daniel Web- 
ster, the Fiery Oratory of Kossuth 

and the Divine Voice of Jenny Lind. 

Before New York's famous old imi.ii 
lug at llie Buttery been me the A quit r 
1 11 111 it hud elmtiged from fort to 1 c< -t>| > 
tloti hull, from eldef amusement |i|n>-<- 
of tlie city to gateway of the promised 
In nil. Long before It been me the home 
of the tinny tribe the building resound 
ed with shouts for Lafayette. Andrew 
Jackson. Tyler, Van Bureii. It heard 
the eloquence of Daniel Webster, the 
fler.v oratory of Louis Kossuth, the 
Hungarian patriot, and the divine 
voice of Jenny Lind, the Swedish 
Nightingale. 

When the building was new It stood j 
on n little Island separated from the . 
mainland by some 200 feet of water, 
nml was renclied by crossing a draw- 
bridge. A great pnrt of Battery park 
was then water, nnd It tvns the filling 
In of this stretch that made the aqua- 
rium n pnrt of the mainland. The rea 
son for building It on an Island away 
from the main shore was disclosed In 
n government order to Colonel Iona 
than Williams, who had charge of the 
construction of the proposed fort: Thts 
order said to constrnct the fortification 
so that the guns conld be trained on 
both the North and Fast rivers 

"A foundation should be made around 
the bnstlon of the old Battery, where 
the flagstaff Is placed, extending forty 
or fifty feet from the present and 
upon this fonndntlnn n hnttery should 
be constructed tn snch manner that 
the run on the right will tnke In the 
North river, while thnt npon the left 
will rnnge along the cotirtlne of the old 
Battery." 

Such were the orders the govern 
ment gave Colonel Williams. But 
Colonel Williams said It was lnipos 
slble for guns to command the en 
trance to the North nnd East rivers If 
they were placed nt the old Battery 
Two hundred foot out from the shore 
was the least distance nt which that 
result could lie accomplished, and some 
time afterward the secretary of war 
authorized the colonel’s plan for the 
fort’s construction. 

In 1S22. eleven years after Its eree 
tlon. when the military headquarters 
was transferred to Governor’s Island, 
the federal authorities ceded Fort Col- 
ton— as the present aquarium was then 
called— back to the city. Throughout 
the war of 1S12 not one shot had been 
fired nt an enemy from tills for - , nor 
has one been fired since. Tilt cm 
bmsuros for the thirty nnd thirty-two 
pounders that were never used against 
an enemy can still be seen In the nine 
foot outer wall. 

It was then that the former fort be- 
came a [dace of amusement nnd re- 
ceived the name of Castle Garden, n 
name which It retained for three quar- 
ters of a century. Two years after the 
shifting of soldiers to Governor's 1*1- 
und Castle Garden was the scene of a 
great reception given to General La- 
fayette when ho visited America In 
1824. It was also the scene of a great 
memorial service when he died ten 
years later. 

It was there that Samuel F. B. J 
Morse. Inventor of the telegraph, first 
demonstrated the possibility of control 
lug an electric current in 1S35. During 
those early years, too, It was the 1 
scene of the receptions given to Ameri- 
can presidents when they visited New 
York. Jackson, Tyler and Van Buren 
were received there, and later on the 
Prince of Wales. There also many 
great polltlcul meetings were held 
Some of Daniel Webster’s greatest ora 
tlons were delivered there. 

Castle Garden was widely proclaimed 
us the first real home of opera tn 
America. The great auditorium, now 
occupied by llsti. ordinary and extra 
ordinary, ‘was then packed nightly 
with people who gathered ty hear those 
famous artists of the middle nineteenth 
century: Muilbruu. Soutug. Mario. 
Grlsi, the members of Jiillun's orches 
tra and— best known of all— Jenny 
Lind, whom all the theatergoing public 
of the United States and Europe wor 
shlped. The first night In 18. r >0 that 
the Swedish Nightingale appeared at 
Castle Garden, under the management 
of P. T Barnum. the choice seats sold 
for several hundred dollars Her tre- 
mendous [topulurtty was made even 
greater when she gave to local char 
ltles the $10,000 which composed her 
share of the Ih>x otilee receipts. 

The next year Louis Kossuth, the 
famous Hungarian patriot, came from 
Ungland to the United States and made 
uu address to a vast and enthusiastic 
throng in Castle Garden. 

Tills was one of the last great rmep- 
dons held In the historic old building 
Four years later It was converted Into 
un Immigrant station for the port of 
New York and from then until 18!>0. 
when the Immigration otilee wus re- 
moved t<> Kills Island. It served as the 
gateway through which 8.000.000 of 
people entered to work out their des 
tildes In the new world In IK'.iU it be- 
came the aquarium.— New York Sun

Colon, C. Z. — I am going to take you 
through the completed Panamu canal 
on the first vessel to pass acmes the 
Isthmus from the Atlantic ocean to 
the Pacific. True, the canal is not yet 
completed, and will not be for a year 
or bo, but that shall not prevent our 
making the trip now — on paper. 

Lot us imagine ourselves, then, on 
an ocean liner approaching the Atlan- 
tic or northern entranoe of the great 
canal, prepared to enjoy this Initial 
trip and to wonder at the sights in 
store for ua In that word ’•northern" 
lies the first surprise far many of the 
passengers who did not know that 
tho canal runs not from east to west, 
but from northwest to poatheast This 
seeming anomaly Is due to ths taot 
that the isthmus of Panams here 
trends almost east and west. 

It Is still early morning when a 
watchful passenger shouts ‘‘Laud." 
and all who are up rush to the port 
rail to gaze upon the hilly, Jungly 
coast of the Isthmus between Porto 
Bello and Colon. As the steamship 
plows swiftly through the waters as 
blue os ever were those of the Medi- 
terranean a cheer goes up from the 
deck, for we have caught a glimpse of 
the Stars and StripeB fluttering above 
a fringe of ooooanut palms That 
marks the location of one of the big 
forts built to protect the canal in time 
of war ami 1 b on Margarita island, 
virtually a part of the mainland. 
Colon, flat and un picturesque, now 
comes Into view, and directly ahead 
of us an Immense breakwater 
stretches a mile out from the shore 
on the right At its land end, on 
Toro i>olnt. Is another fort whose 
great guns are masked by the tropical 
foliage. 

Now we have virtually entered the 
canal, for the 500-foot channel extends 
far out from the shore line. At re- 
duced Bpeod we enter Colon harbor 
and the Bay of Llmon and steam past 
the pretentious Washington hotel. Un- 
cle Sam, proprietor; tho docks of 
Colon, crowded with shipping from 
the United States, Europe and many 
a port of Latin America, and the 
American town of Cristobal on whoso 
wuter front stands the statue of Co- 
lumbus Bent over long years ago by 
the Empress Eugenie. Skipping about 
the bay, looking like long, black water 
beetles, are the cayukus or native dug- 
outs, and moving lazily before the sea 
breeze are tho little Balling craft in 
which the queer San Bias Indians are 
bringing their products to market 
Four miles and a half we steam 
through Llmon bay and the shores 
narrow In ou our 500-foot channel, 

, still at tide level. Now look ahead 
! three miles and get a glimpse of the 
I Qatun locks, that tremendous flight of 
three water steps up which we are to 
be lifted. In a few minutes we reach 
the towering dividing wall of concrete, 
our own power Is shut off and the 
electric locomotives on the lock walls 
take us In tow. Four of these power- 
ful machines attach their hawsers to 
our ship, two In front to pull It and two 
astern to keep it steady and to bring 
it to a stop when entirely within the 
lock chamber. The Immense gates 
close silently behind its and at once 
the water begins to flow Into the 
chamber through culverts that have 
their openings In ths concrete floor. 
Slowly the vessel rises until It Is on 
a level with the second chamber, 
28 1-8 feet above sea level, when the 
gate ahead is opened and the electric 
mules move forward, this time up a 
heavy grade by means of the center 
racks In the tracks. Twice this opera- 
tion is repeated, and now we are at 
the summit, 85 feet above the sea. 
The last gate opens and the locomo- 
tives pull us Into Gatun lake. 

As our propellers begin to turn 
again and we steam out Into this lm- 
jneuse artificial lake, a marvelously 
beautiful landscape Is spread before 
ub. The surface of the lake Is dotted 
| with isletB, once the summits of Tiger 
bill, Llou hill and a dozen other eml- 
I nences; on both sides are steep pro- 
montories, lovely little peninsulas and 
| deep bays and inlets where the water 
has spread Into the once jungle-filled 
, valleyB. 

Before we get too far from the 
locks, let us step to the starboard rail 
and have a look at the Gatun dam, 
enormous stretch of rock, sund and 
clay that has formed Gatun lake by 
Impounding the waters of the Chagres 
river. It Is In reality a low ridge, one 
and a half miles long, built across the 
valley, and when we are told that It 
Is nearly half a mile wide at Its base, 
400 feet wide at the water surface and 
100 feet wide at its crest, which 1 b 
' twenty feel above the level of the 
lake, how utterly ridiculous seem the 
fears ol those alarmists w ho predicted 
the dam would be pushed over by the 
i Chagres In tltu£ of flood! 


Nearly In tho center of tho dam we 
can see the famous Bplllway through 
which pass the surplus waters of the 
Cha<ros. It is u concrete lined chan- 
nel 285 foot wide cut through a hill 
of rock and across It Is built a curved 
dam of concrete on top of which Is a 
row of regulating gates. Just below 
the spillway, out of our sight, Is the 
hydroelectric station which supplies 
power for tho ojieratlon of the entire 
canal and the lighting of tho whole 
zone. 

Our channel through the lake — for 
we still must follow a path Indicated 
by range towers on the shores — Is 
now u thousand feet wide and leads 
us somewhat tortuously through a 
maze of islands. Look down as we 
near boiho of them and you will seo 
below the surface the tops of giant 
treos. For we are sailing over what 
but a few months ago was the valley 
of the Chagres, dense with tropic 
vegetation and dotted with native vil- 
lages surrounded by banana and co- 
coanut plantations. CIobo to the 
shores the Btoutest of the treeB Btill 
stretch their naked, dead limbs above 
the water, but before long these, too, 
will have rotted and lallen, leaving 
the luxuriant landscape unmarred. 

Passing over the sites of Bohlo, 
Frljales and Chagresito, we now come 
to the place where Tabernllla once 
stool, and here both lake and channel 
narnw down, the latter being first 
800, then 700 and finally 600 feet wide. 
On the hillsides to the right stand a 
few abandoned houses, all that re- 
mains of Maine!, Juan Grande, Gor- 
gona and Matachln, busy places while 
the :anal was building, now covered 
by the spreading waters. Along the 
left shore of the channel runs the re- 
located Panama railway and here at 
Gamboa It crosses the Chagres river, 
which our vessel now leaves to enter 
the far famed Culebra cut. ThiB great 
gash through tho Bplne of the conti- 
nent Is 300 foot wide at the bottom, 
but, because of the tremendous earth 
slides which cost Uncle Sam so much 
money and time, Its width at tho top 
Is astonishing, being half a mile just 
here opposite the town of Culebra. 
Beyond, on our left, towers Gold hill, 
495 feet above tho bottom of the ca- 
nal. Far up on Its rocky slope we dis- 
cern a streak of white paint which 
marks the level to which the French 
company carried Its excavutions. 
Nearly opposite is Contractor’s hill, 
364 feet high. As we move between 
these, the loftiest hills ulong the 
route, and pasB the location of that 
notorious "cockroach,” the Cucaracha 
slide, the Pedro Miguel lock stands 
before us, white In the noonday sun. 
This, a single flight lock, is 30 feet 
high, the highest on the canal. Again 
we are taken in tow by electric mules 
and In less than half an hour we have 
been lowered those 30 feet and steam 
into another artificial body of water, 
Mlraflores lake, only a mile long. At 
Its Bouthem end we pass tho town of 
Mlraflores and enter the locks of the 
same name, a double flight that lets 
us down once more to sea level. 

The exciting part of the passage Is 
over, but there 1 b yet much of luterest 
to see. Down the broad channel we 
look clear out onto the glittering 
waters of the Pacific ocean. Nearer 
at hand, on the left. Ancon hill raises 
its verdure-clad summit, and clustered 
on Its slopes we see the many struc- 
tures of the big hospital, the new 
administration buildings of the canal 
and the barrucks of the niarlnoa. And 
now, steaming between fllled-in swamp 
lands, we come to Balboa, which the 
government has made Into a fine naval 
station, with an immense dry dock 
and extensive machine shops. 

Stretching out from Balboa Into the 
Pacific Is a breakwater, two miles 
long, which protects the harbor from 
storms. At Its outer end Is a cluster 
of little Islands, Naoa, Perlco, Culebra 
and Flamenco, and here we pasa 
under the powerful guns that guard 
the Pacific end of the canal. They 
1 are mounted high up on the summits 
I of these rock Islets, rifled cannon, one 
shot from which would sink a battle- 
1 ship, and huge mortars whose shells 
cau be dropped behind Tobago island 
12 miles away in the direction ot 
Japan. 

In ten hours we have crossed 
through the continent and now float 
on the broad Pacific. As we look 
back the picturesque city of Panama 
lie6 bathed in the light of the wester- 
ing sun and on the side of Ancon hill 
shines the big white Tivoli hotel. The 
sudden night of the troplcB is soon to 
fall, and already, us far back as we 
can see along our route and beside the 
ocean channel, are twinkling the 
lights that I'ncle Sam has set up to 
guide the world's commerce through 
this most wonderful ol cauals which 
bs has built.
